TEACHERS AND PUPILS: There were two va- 
cancies to be filled for the opening of School in Sep- 
tember. Miss Leota Whitcomb of Littleton, a gradu- 
ate of Plymouth Teachers College 1946, was engaged 
to teach grades 5 and 6 and manual training. Miss 
Effie Winn of Burlington, Vt., a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, succeeds Miss Ruth Lockwood 
as teacher of music, piano and violin. The school is 
running very smoothly as the teachers are working 
together like a team. As a result of frequent testing 
the work of the pupils is being kept up to the usual 
high standards for each grade. 

BUDGET: Iam sure no one is surprised in this 
critical period in Educational History that the School 
Board requests more money for the support of 
schools, slightly more than $2,000. over last year. 
Fortunately this makes no different to the taxpayers. 
It simply means that Monroe contributes that much 
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less to the State. The increases are due mainly to the 
increased cost of materials used in the schools and 
to an increased appropriation for teachers’ salaries 
which is necessary to retain our present teachers or 
to secure competent and well-qualified teachers to fill 
any vacancies. You will note that under the item for 
District Officers’ salaries the School Board recom- 
mends an increase of $50. This, the Board feels 
should go to that member of the School Board, usual- 
ly the Chairman, who keeps the School Board’s ac- 
counts. Since these salaries were fixed by the Dis- 
trict, the withholding tax has come into being, which 
requires a separate accounting system to be kept for 
the Collector of Internal Revenue. The last legis- 
lature passed a teachers’ retirement law and now 
another system of accounts has to be kept as the 
teachers’ contribution to the retirement fund must 
be withheld for the Teachers’ Retirement. This prac- 
tically doubles the work for the book-keeper. If it 
seems reasonable to the voters Article 5 of the War- 
rant can be passed over and an affirmative vote under 
Article 8, will take care of the matter. 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: Aside from regu- 
lar minor repairs, one situation should be corrected 
this summer. Water seeps into the basement play- 
room. It has already ruined the linoleum and at times 
there is so much water on the floor that the room is 
not usable. 

I must again express my gratitude to the School 
Board and citizens of Monroe, and to the teachers 
and pupils for their continued loyalty and support.

Help Your Forest Fire Warden Prevent Fires—It Pays! 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all 
fire effort. This is particularly true of forest fire con- 
trol work. Preventing forest fires preserves valuable 
forest growth and other property, conserves man power 
and permits their use in productive channels, saves 
taxpayers’ money and conserves fire fighting equip- 
ment. 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important 
and difficult part of the work of your forest fire ward- 
en who heads a local organization set up primarily for 
the security of your community’s forest property. Ap- 
pointed by the State Forester, upon recommendation of 
the Selectmen, he is charged by law with the responsi- 
bility of local administration of forest fire laws, fire 
prevention and suppression. In his work he is aided by 
deputy forest fire wardens who, in emergency, may 
assume his power and authority. The warden is guided 
in his work by instructions received from the State 
Forester and by the District Fire Chief who represents: 
the State Forester. 

The importance and value of the work of the forest 
fire warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appre-: 
ciated during hazardous periods when fire danger is 
greatest. The public, however, looks to him at all times: 
for speedy and economical suppression of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the 
generous and understanding cooperation of the public 
at large. He attempts to secure this cooperation by the 
posting of caution notices, news items and by word of 
mouth, always carefully explaining the necessity of re-. 
strictions imposed. In the matter of giving coopera-: 
tion, however, the public often fails. The record shows 
that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. An- 
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alysis of fire causes reveals the fact that more than 98 
percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result 
of human carelessness and are preventable. 

The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his 
cigar, cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws 
them from the car window; the debris burner fails or 
refuses to consult the warden, as the law requires when 
the ground is not covered with snow, before attempt- 
ing to burn; campers fail to properly extinguish their 
fires or frequently build fires when conditions are un- 
favorable. 

The elimination of human causes from the forest 
fire problem is the answer. This is not as difficult of 
accomplishment as it might appear at first glance. Let 
each one who reads this— 

1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near 
woodland. 

2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in 
and near woodland and when the ground is not covered 
with snow, secure written permission to burn from 
the forest fire warden. 

3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. 
Don’t throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 

4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge 
others to do so. 

5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PRE- 
VENT FIRES—his efforts are only as effective as is 
the cooperation you give him!
